Wearing identification badges of 
the St. Louis Christmas Carols 
Association, they are authorized to 
accept contributions for the bene- 
fit of 35 institutions and agencies 


for the care of handicapped and 


underprivileged children.

A solemn high mass will be cele- 
brated by Msgr.

Brinkman at St. Louis Cathedral 
at midnight, with the assistance 
of the Cathedral Men and Boys 
Choir.

At that time, the Sec- 
retary told the Post-Dispatch in 
an interview on the subject that 
the company was in financial 
straits due to production imper- 
fections and was being offered for 
sale on the open market xt a sac- 
rifice price. Apprehensive lest a 
10 per cent stock interest he held 
in the company be wiped out, he 
said, he and Epstein secured a 
large loan and obtained control of 
the mill. They retain control to- 
day, through a refinancing deal 
which left them with a $750,000 
debt hanging over their heads. 

Brothers’ Venture. 

The story opens with two 
brothers, Adrian and Albert Tabin, 
who for years were partners in 
Tabin, Picker & Co., Chicago. 
Three years ago, Adrian persuaded 
his partners that Tabin, Picker & 
Co. should buy a cotton mill to 
insure its’ source of gray goods, 
which were scarce. 

Adrian proceeded to negotiate 
for several new textile mills with- 
out success. He told friends at the 
time he thought he had been out- 
smarted” by New York “big shots” 
in these deals. Early in 1946 he 
learned that Brookside Mills at 
Knoxville, Tenn., was for sale. It 
was owned by the Crescent Corp. 
of Fall River, Mass., headed by 
Jacob Ziskind. 

Rather than negotiate personally 


for a “big name” agent to put 
over the deal. He sought advice 
on this from his Chicago friend, 
John D. (Jack) Small, who had 
served as deputy WPB chairman 
under Krug. Smell suggested 
Krug, who agreed to act as pur- 
chasing agent for a fee of $100,000. 
Krug worked hard on the transac- 
tion, in the course of which he 
met Epstein, who handled legal de- 
tails for the Tabins. Tabin-Picker 
& Co. succeeded in buying Brook- 
side for approximately $1,500,000. 
Shortly thereafter, Krug was 
named Secretary of the Interior 
and it was widely reported that he 
was giving up his private business 
as an industrial ‘consultant at 
great financial sacrifice. 
Got Fee in Stock. 

“Instead of getting the $100,000 
fee,” Secretary Krug related to 
the correspondent in corroborat- 
ing the general sequence of events, 
“Tabin-Picker & Co. said its cash 
on hand was scarce at the mo- 
ment and persuaded me to take, 
instead, a small common stock in- 
terest in Brookside. This amount- 
ed to 10 per cent of the outstand- 
ing stock issue of 10,000 shares.” 
This payment indicated a va 
$100 per share at that time. 

Krug told the Post-Dispatch 
today that when he was offered 
the Cabinet post in 1946 he told 
President Truman that the only 
buBiness interest he would retain 
while in the government was the 
small stock holding in Brookside 
Mills. He pointed out that his 
work in the Interior Department 
would have no bearing on the tex- 
tile industry. 

Truman agréed, he said, that 
there was no reason to dispose of 
the Brookside interest. 

Brookside Mills spins raw cot- 
ton into cloth, producing voiles, 
fancy corduroy, cotton rayon and 
spun rayon. According to Dun & 
Bradstreet, in April 1946 the firm 
had a tangible net worth of $1,- 
546,000, which a year later had 
risen to $2,105,000. As of last 
March, it had total assets of more 
than $3,000,000 and liabilities of 
less than $1,000,000. | 

Profits of Brookside reportedly 
were about $1,600,000, before taxes, 
for the year ended March 1947. 
In the spring of 1947, Adrian 
Tabin became ill and was away 
from work for almost a year. His 
partners in Tabin-Picker & Co. 
began to despair of running the 
mill profitably in his absence, 
since he .had been in active

Decline Between Mid- 
October and Mid-

secutive Decrease. 


Retail food prices in St. Louis 
declined 2 per cent between mid- 
October and mid-November, re- 
flecting lower prices for most food 
items, the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported yes- 
terday. This was the third con- 
secutive monthly decline in retail | 
food prices here, 

The St. Louis retail food cost 
index on Nov. 15 fell to 213 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average, com- | 
pared to the record high of 225.3 | 
per cent reached at mid-August, 
it was reported. The St. Louis | 
housewife, however, still pays 127 | 
per cent more for food than she 
did in August 1939. This means, | 
it was said, that food items which | 
cost $10 at the outbreak of World 
War IISn Europe, now cost 322.72. 

Retail meat prices led the mid- 
October to mid-November decline, | 
with a decrease of 5.3 per cent. It | 
was reported that pork chops | 
dropped more than 14 cents a 
pound, bacon prices declined 3.4 | 
per cent and rib roast and ham 
burger about 2.5 per cent each. | 
Poultry was down 4.7 per cent and 
lamb items 2.6 per cent, but round | 
steak and fish increased fraction-

Despite the decline, retail meat 
prices on Nov. 15 were 6.2 per cent 
higher than the same day last 
year. The increase since August 


1939 has been 152 per cent. 


Fresh fruits and vegetables 
dropped an average of 1.8 per cent | 
during the month ended Nov. 15. 
A seasonal decline of 9 per cent 
in orange prices, and smaller re- 
ductions in apple and carrot prices, 
more than offset price mereases 
for potatoes and green beans, it 
was reported.

Revised U.S. Resolution 
for Cease-Fire Then Is 
Adopted—Soviet Move 
to Brand Netherlands 
as Aggressor Fails.

PARIS, Dec. 24 (UP)—The Unit- 
ed Nations Security Council today 
ordered a cease-fire in Indonesia 
and release of Indonesian leaders 


captured by the Dutch, but reject- 
ed a demand for troop with- 
drawals to the old truce lines. 


The Council voted 7 to 0 with 
four abstentions for an amended 
American resolution which soft- 
ened the vigorous stand taken by 
a majority of the delegates in con- 
demning The Netherlands for 
opening a campaign of “police 
action” against the Indonesian Re- 
public last Sunday. 

The resolution instructed the 
U.N, truce commission to supere- 
vise compliance with the cease- 
fire order and the release of the 
Indonesians and to report back to 
the Council. 

Vote on Resolution, 

The United States, Britain, 
Colombia, Syria, China, Canada 
and Argentina voted for the 
amended resolution. Russia, 
France, and Belgium abstained. 
The Ukrainian delegate was ab- 
sent and the lack of a vote was 
counted as an abstention. 

On the paragraph calling on 
both the Dutch and ndonesians to 
fall back to the lines of the broken 
truce, the same four nations ab- 
Stained, together with Argentina 
and Canada.

Are Decided. 


Southwestern Bell 
Co. is preparing to seek new tele- 
phone rate increases although its 
long-standing applications in four 
states for increases aggregating 
$12,926,000 a year are not yet 
finally settled. It is faced with a 
large new increase in operating 
expenses as the result of a wage 
settiement yesterday which avert- 
ed a strike of its union employes. 

In the meantime, in Texas, 
where there is no state regulation 
of the telephone utility, South- 
western Bell has put into effect 
or has pending $5,666,000 in rate 
increases. Added to the sums 
sought in four other states, this 
brings the company’s postwar in- 
crease proposals so far to $18,592,- 
000 a year. This sum is approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the com- 
pany's operating revenues for its 
whole system in 1947. 

The company and the Communi- 
cations Workers of America es- 
timated that the wage increases, 
averaging 10.55 cents an hour, 
would cost the company $11,500,000 
a year. A company spokesman 
thereupon declared flatly that ad- 
ditional rate increases would have 
to be sought, in order to show a 
fair profit. 

Applications for annual in- 
creases in customer charges total- 
ing $12,926,000 a year are pend- 
ing in Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Arkansas. The original ap- 
plications in these cases were filed

Approval of 30-year franchises 
to the Union Electric Power Co. 
for its electric and gas services in 
Alton was voted last night by the 
City Council there with Mayor 
Harold F. Wadlow breaking a 
7-to-7 tie.

There is no panacea for acci- 
nts. nor will any single ‘ap- 
ch' instill consciousness in all 
rkers, and without it accidents 
Will occur—and occur again. To 
persuade men to work safely, Au- 
merous forms of appeal are re- 
quired to reach the various tem- 
peraments of workers in many 
types of mines operating under 
diverse conditions. . 
" “Miners are fatalistic, as are 
‘many of those engaged in manage- 
‘ment, and generally believe that 
a certain percentage of men work- 
ing underground will sustain in- 
juries eventually, many of them 
fatal. This fatalism is gradually 
‘being superseded by the idea that 
“by using the right amount of the 
right kind of effort mine acci- 
‘dents of all kinds can be reduced 
“greatly, even though they prob- 
vably will continue to occur... . 

“While there has been a steady 
decline in the (‘atality) rates for

Board yesterday ordered John L. 
Lewis’s United Mine Workers to 
quit coercing workers of four West 
Virginia coal mining companies— 
and Lewis agreed to obey. 

District 31 of the union and the 
employers entered a stipulation 
agreeing to refrain from restrain- 
ing or coercing the workers in- 
volved. 

Four. coal companies had filed 

charges against the union, arising 
from organizing tactics used 
during the coal strike last March. 
The companies charged that a 
group of 100 to 200 persons led by 
District President Cecil J. Urba- 
niak had obstructed mine exits so 
workers could not leave. 
As a condition of. release from 
detention, the employes were re- 
quired to sign applications For 
membership in the union,” the 
complaint said. The four com- 
panies were Ruthwell Coal Co., 
Hartman Coal Co., and George 
Kefauver Coal Co., all at King- 
wood, W. Va., and the Borgman 
Coal Co. at Borgman, W. Va.

It was composed of 
type previously set, type set by 
Danly News employes and photo- 
engraved pages typed by electric 
typewriters, set up in the editorial 
rooms, 

The paper was. assembled by 
executives, employes of other de- 
partments and by employes who 
are members of other unions but 
did not strike. 

Shortly after the composing 
room employes walked out yester- 
day, Emett C. Choate, attorney 
representing both the Herald and 
the News, posted a letter on the 
composing room bulletin board of 
the News informing union men 
that the strike against the Herald 
had the effect of terminating the 
contracts of both newspapers. The 
News is an afternoon newspaper. 

It said that facilities of the two 
newspapers would be interchanged 
to any degree necessary for either 
newspaper to continue publication, 

Union Says Pay Is Issue. 

Ed Page, president of the union 
local, said the “only issue in- 
volved in calling the strike was 
wages.” 

“A strike was forced on the 
union by the Herald when the 
management refused to extend the 
contract to other parts of the em- 
ployer’s plant, refused to extend 
the present pvreemert or to e 
any wage adjustments to meet the 
rising cost of living,” re bald 
in a statement for the union. 

Choate, in a statement for the 
publishers, said the main differ- 
ence between the» parties «rose 
over the union demand for ex- 
tended jurisdiction over certain 
typists who might be employed to 
cut tape for use upon machines 
operated by composing room em- 
ployes.” 

The exact wage scale being dis- 
cussed was not stated by either 
side. James L. Knight, business 
manager of the Herald, said the 
union had been offered an in- 
crease from the present 35-hour 
week to 37% or 40-hour week 
which would pay $94.50 for 37% 
hours or $100.80 for 40 hours work.

other than Krug. For this $700,- 
000 they received common stock. 
Balance of the purchase price was 
made available by several other 
business associates who received 
preferred stock. 


Search for a Loan. 


Krug authorized Attorney Ep- 
stein to pay up to 75 per cent of 
the original cost of the common 
stock, which he considered an 
eminently fair offer. Krug and 
Epstein agreed also to become 
partners in thus purchasing con- 
trol of Brookside, if a suitable 
loan could be negotiated. Armed 
with an authorization letter from 
Krug, dated June 7, 1947, and 
written on an Interior Depart- 
ment letterhead, Epstein shopped 
around in New York looking for a 
loan. : 

He went to the Crescent Corp., 
which had sold the mill to Tabin- 
Picker in the first place, and an 
officer there. suggested he talk 
to Leon Lowenstein, president and 
director of M. Lowenstein & Sons, 
Inc., New York. Epstein told the 
Crescent. executive that Krug had 
an option to buy Brookside, that 
the option was about to expire, 
and that Krug had to raise be- 
tween $600,000 and $700,000 to 
exercise it. ee 

Epstein was informed that the 
Lowenstein firm, one of the 
largest cotton converting compa- 
nies in the country, was interest- 
ed then in acquiring cotton mills 
to guarantee its supply of raw 
cotton, The company, listed. on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
has 8500 employes and 14 subsidi- 
aries, Its net income from all 
operations last year was almost 14 
million dollars, compared to less 
than two million for 1945. 


In an agreement dated June 10, 
1947, the Lowenstein company con- 
tracted to lend Krug $700,000 at 
6 per cent interest, payable in one 
year. The $700,000 was deposited 
in the First National Bank of 
Chicago. Under the agreement, 
Krug was to use the money to buy 
stock in Brookside and deposit 
the certificates in escrow with the 
bank as security for repayment of 


stein company did not choose to 
exercise its purchase option, and 
Krug and Epstein were left with 
control of the mill and a $700,- 
000 debt. 


The Lowenstein-Krug agree- 
ment, among other things, speci- 
fied (1) that “Krug assumes no 
personal liability to repay all or 
any part of said. sum of $700,000” 
and (2) that in the event of a de- 
fault on the loan at its maturity 
June 10, 1948, the escrowed stock 
in the Chicago bank was to be 
sold by Lowenstein with any pro- 
ceeds from such sale in excess of 
the $700,000 loan going to Krug. 

After securing the Lowenstein 
loan and buying a majority of the 
common stock, Krug went on, he 
and Epstein made a trip to Knox- 
ville and discovered, to their dis- 
may, that some of the fabric be- 
ing manufactured was defective. 
The mill showed a loss that month 
and the next, he said, but when 
conditions were 3 it began 
to operate in the black once more. 

Loan Refinanced. 


Krug and Epstein now were 
“owners” of the mill; but with a 
heavy debt. When the Lowenstein 
debt became due last June, said 
Krug, instead of defaulting, he and 
Epstein again looked around for 
another loan and succeeded in bor- 
rowing $750,000 with which to re- 
pay Lowenstein. The new funds 
were obtained from Nathan Shein- 
man of New York, a well-known 
figure in the textile industry and 
a partner in Harry L. Sheinman 
& Sons, New York. 

Under the new deal worked out 
with Sheinman, the Post-Dispatch 
was informed, Sheinman gets a 
commission on Brookside’s sales, 
plus interest on the.loan. The loan 
matures in June 1951 and, as in 
the Lowenstein deal, is secured by 
deposit of a majority of the Brook- 
side common stock. 

Krug, who is 41 years old, says 
that it is true that he now “tech- 
nically” owns Brookside mills— 
along with his attorney—but he is 
quick to point out that he also 
owns a headache in the shape of 
the Sheinman loan. And he 
doesn’t see how that adds up to a 
news story. -

NEW DUTCH GAINS 
IN JAVA, SUMATRA 


BATAVIA, Dec. 24 (AP)—The 
Dutch today announced further 
gains in the operation which they 
call a police action to suppress 
terrorism in the territory of ‘re- 
publican Indonesia. 

A communique said Dutch casu- 
alties since the invasion of repub- 
lican territories started Sunday 
were 19 soldiers killed and 43 
wounded, No figures were given 
for civilians or republican troops. 

(Dutch censorship is applied to 
all dispatches from Batavia. Frag- 
mentary reports of the war from 
the republican side come from ra- 
dio broadcasts and neutral ob- 
servers.) 

The Indonesian radio at Madi- 
oen went silent last night, raising 
the possibility it had been knocked 
out by air attack or that Dutch 
forces were close upon the city. 
The station announced Thursday 
that Dutch planes had bombed 
and strafed Madioen, third largest 
city in the republic and one of the 
few important towns still in re- 
publican hands. | 

The Dutch said they had o¢cu- 
pied Blora, in central Java, and 
two republican cities at the west- 
ern tip of the island, Serang and 
Djasinga.

Gil Dobie Dies; 
Noted Football 
Coach Was 70 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 24 
(AP)—J. Gilmour (Gil) Dobie, one 
of the nation’s famed football 
coaches, died last night at the In- 
stitute of.Living. He was 70 years 
old. 

Dobie had been a patient at the 
Institute for the past several 
months. Cause of death was not 
disclosed. 

Known as “Gloomy Gil,” Dobie 
started his football career as a 
player at the University of Min- 
nesota. When his playing days 
ended, he became a coach at 
North Dakota State College. 

He also coached teams at the 
University of Washington, Uni- 
versity of Detroit, United States 
aval 5 — Cornell and Bos- 
ton College, 

He ended his coaching career 
in 1938 at Boston College where 
he was succeeded by Frank Leahy, 
now head coach at Notre Dame. 

Dobie, persistently pessimistic, 
was a stickler for perfection, But 
that devotion to perfection paid 
off in 11 consecutive unbeaten 
seasons at the start of his coach- 
ing career and even greater fame 
later at Washington, Navy, Cor- 
nell and Boston College. 

The first two of his unbeaten 
years came at North Dakota and 
were followed by nine at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, During 
his stay at the West Coast school 
the Huskies won 58 games, tied 
three and lost none, 

His arrival at Navy in 1917 was 
marked by the Midshipmen’s first 
conquest over Army in five years. 
It was under his coaching that 
Cornell, shortly after World War 
I, was able to break the domi-

confidently declared himself ready 
to take over his old spot in the 
New York Yankee outfield next 
year, : 
Keller had been a fixture in the 
Yankee outer garden for eight n 
years. Never spectacular but al- 
ways dependable and a power at 
the plate. 

Then back trouble came along 
and he was operated on in 1947 
for removal of a spinal disc.

“In the case of firing for a Bony 
growth such as an osselot, the 
he:t destroys the growth. A blis- 
tering agent somewhat stronger 
than used by humans for back- 
aches, is applied to the holes. 

“This serves to seal them and 
at the same time protects the 
member from any infectious mat- 
ter.”

convoys of supplies across the 
Soviet lines, the Western Allies 
took to the air. The famous cor- 
ridor airlift was bern and the 
story about it and the battle for 
the city was as exciting as pros- 
pects for peace were sad. 
Winning third place in the poll 
of the big newspaper stories of 
1948 was the birth of a nation. 
Clearly victorious in bitter fight- 
ing and sniping that saw Count 
Folke Bernadotte, United Nations 
peace envoy to Palestine, assas- 
sinated, the state of Israel was 
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born in a proclamation of inde- 
pendence. 11 5 was the first Hebrew 
nation in 2000 years, but strife 
seems to be a never-ending lot for 
the new nation. 

A little, brown man entered his 
prayer meeting grounds in India, 
looked at his watch and said 
when a man saluted him: “Today 
I am unusually late.” 

He raised one hand to give the 
man a blessing when the assassin 
began to shoot. Three shots rang 
out, One punctured his bare chest 
and found his heart. Death came 
quickly to the emaciated body of 
Mohandas Gandhi, apostle of none 
violence and peace to India’s mil- 
lions, less than a year after he 
had achieved his life’s main goal 
of India’s independence for the 
teeming sub-continent of India. 
It happened Jan. 30 and the story 
of the tragedy, voted the fourth 
biggest story of the year, was re- 
2 in headlines throughout 


close as it was, and editors of As- 
sociated Press newspapers voted 
overwhelmingly for it as story 
No. 1 in the annual poll. 

As he fought and won re-elec- 
tion, carrying with him workable 
majorities for the Democratic 
party in both branches of Con- 
gress, President Truman wrought 
the political miracle of the cen- 
tury. In the dust of defeat, he left 
once overly-optimistic Republi- 
cans wrangling among themselves 
and expert political poll takers, 
who predicted easy victory for 
Thomas E. Dewey, stewing with 
explanations and decided loss of 
prestige. 

Berlin Blockade No. 2. 

The editors voted the Battle 
for Berlin“ the second biggest 
story of the year. There were 
millions of underdogs in Berlin, 
too, but there was no victory. The 
devastated city of 3,000,000 was a 
symbolic prize in the cold war be- 
tween Russia and the Western 
Allies. 

Caught in the middle of the 
east-west fight over the standard 
of money to be used, the rubble- 
heap city was staggered in June 
when the Russians imposed the 
blockade of Berlin. Blaming it on 
“technical difficulties,” though it 
clearly was a  counter-thrust 
against the western currency re- 
form to end inflation which was 
wrecking recovery plans, the Rus- 
sians shut the rail lines entering 
Berlin from the west. 

The situation left only one 
answer. Unwilling to push armed 
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The Marshall Plan. 


The American dollar also fought 
along the cold war front in 1948 
and fought what in the closing 
months of the year appeared to be 
a winning battle. The Marshall 
Plan was a clear winner of the 
‘fifth spot in the year’s best news 
stories. 

The continuing story listed in 
sixth place in 1948 was the top 
subject of headline writers in 
1947. It was the cost of living 
and inflation. There was no letup 
in inflation this year. Some food 
prices dropped ever so slightly 
while costs of almost everything 
else kept skyrocketing. However, 
news get old quickly in America. 
High costs were “old stuff” com- 
paratively, so the champ headline 
winner of a year ago fell far 
behind in the shuffle for news. 

All year Associated Press re- 
porters, most of them working 
under the worst possible condi- 
| tions, won little space in Ameri- 

can newspapers as they told the 
story of the swift pace of Com- 
munists hordes in China. But when 
dirty, forsaken but important 
Mukden fell in October, followed 
by the collapse at Suchow which 
made the Nationalist capital of 
Nanking vulnerable to the Reds. 
the story of the fight and its vast 
importance was told in screaming 
headlines. 

As Mme. Chiang Kai-shek flew 
to Washington to appeal for 
United States aid—for almost any- 
thing to help stem the Communist 
— ag voted the story the

Using either the new firemen’s 
salaries or wages paid to police in 
other cities as bases for the new 
pay schedule, the increase sought 
would range from 18 to 22 per 
cent, it was pointed out, New York 
pays its patrolmen $4150 a year; 
Los Angeies, $4080, and Detroit, 
$3908. 

The Police Board last April 
sought a wage increase of 25 per 
cent for patrolmen here, but the 
Legislature in May authorized an 
increase of only 11 per cent. Mayor 
Kaufmann has announced that ad- 
ditional increases for police will be 
part of the city’s new legislative 
program to be presented to the 
Legislature. 


6 BIG BANKS IN NEW YORK

Manhattan's big savings banks 


are going to pay depositors a

BERLIN, Dec. 24 (AP) —Seven 
Hitler cronies who were sentenced 
to prison instead of the gallows 
were allowed to be together today 
for the first time in a year. 

Behind the gray walls of Span- 
dau prison, these seven sole 
inmates of a fortress built to hold 
1800 were assembled by guards of 
four nations and permitted to hold 
Christmas services for an hour. 
The story of the Christ child was 
read aloud and traditional Christ- 
mas songs echoed through a little, 
improvised chapel. 

The seven, serving terms from 
10 years to life, are: 

Rudolf Hess, once Hitler’s depu- 
ty; Walter Funk, former president 
of the Reichsbank; Konstantin von 
Neurath, once Foreign Minister; 
Baldur von Schirach, who forged 
the Hitler youth; Albert Speer, the 
munitions minister: Karl Doenitz, 
the admiral who was named in the 
dying days of the Third Reich to 
negotiate the surrender, and Erich 
Raeder, builder of the Nazi fleet. 

Their prison is probably the last 
medium in which the four-power 
action still operates in Germany. 
Every move the seven make is 
watched by Russian, American, 
British and French soldiers. 


‘ORIENTAL WIVES HURRYING 
10 U.S. TO AVOID QUOTA RULES 


HONOLULU, Dec. 24 (AP)—A 
“war bride airlift” is rushing hun- 
dreds of Chinese, Japanese and 
Filipino wives of service men 
across the Pacific to the United 
States before the expiration of the 
war brides act next Tuesday 
night. 

Immigration officials here esti- 
mated that 450 to 500 brides of 
American soldiers and furmer sol- 
diers have arrived in Honolulu 
since the first of December.

After clearing with im- 
migration officials, most of the 
brides are continuing to the main- 
land. Brides reaching the United 
States before Tuesday night will 
avoid the normal quota restric- 
tions on immigration.

End to Buck-Passing in State Dept. 
Pinning Down Responsibility 
Is Urged by Hoover Survey Group 


Report Recommends Two Additional Dep- 
uty Under Secretaries.to Spread Load 
at Top, and Four ‘Regional’ Secretaries 
for ‘Multilateral Affairs.’

WASHINGTON. 


HERE is now at least a chance that something actually will be 
done to bring order out of the chaos in which the State Depart- 
ment operates, although every previous such attempt has failed 


abysmally since the days of John Adams, A Hoover commission 
subcommittee, in a yet unpublished report, has recommended a long 
overdue and far-reaching reorganizatién of the department. And 
perhaps this time some sort of action will result. 


The basic problem which the 
report boldly attacks is that of 
responsibility and authority, As 
things now stand, tere are just 
four men in the State Department 
with the authority to act on 
American .foreign policy in any 
of its aspects and in any part of 
the world. These are the Secre- 
tary, the Under Secretary, the 
Counselor and the Chief Planning 
Officer. 

At present, all four of these of- 
ficers, George C. Marshall, Robert 
A. Lovett, Charles E. Bohlen and 
George Kennan, are men of great 
ability and energy. But they are 
badly overburdened. And this con- 
centration of authority in so few 
hands has led to a sort of paral- 
ysis in the lower ranks. ‘ 

Grotesque Committee System. 

One consequence is that, in 
order to spread responsibility 


where no individual can take final. 


decisions, a grotesque committee 
system, fantastically time-consum- 
ing, has developed, (One wag has 
suggested that the theme song of 
Foggy Bottom, as the State De- 
partment is not very affectionately 
known, should be “Set Up Another 
Committee,” sung to the tune of 
“Give Us Another Old Fashioned.”) 
This committee system has inevi- 
tably led to a tendency to shove 
all but the most absolutely ines- 
capable decisions under the rug, in 
the same way that a lazy man 
puts off answering a letter until 
it is no longer necessary to an- 
swer it. 

The Hoover subcommittee, head- 
ed by Harvey Bundy and James 
Grafton Rogers, has attacked this 
messy situation from two differ- 
ent directiens. 

In the first place, they sug- 
gest that the load at the top be 
spread. They recommend the 
appointment of two additional 
Deputy Under Secretaries, one 
with responsibility for “high- 
level operational policy” — in 
other words to make the impor- 
tant day-to-day policy decisions 
—and one to take over all re- 
sponsibility for the dull but nec- 
es routine of administering 
the department. 

Moreover, the report recom- 
mends a néw Assistant Secre- 
tary to deal with Congress (a 
vitally important job now as- 
signed to Counselor Bohlen as 
one of his innumerable duties) 
and an Assistant Secretary to 
deal with the general public. 
' But the most striking recom- 
mendation calls for four new 
“regional” Assistant Secretaries, 
and one Assistant Secretary for 
“Multilateral Affairs.” Within 
broad limits laid down by the 
Secretary, it would be up to the 
„four regional Assistant Secre- 
taries to make their own de- 


cisions in their own areas—Eu- 
rope, the Near East and Africa, 
the Far East and the Western 
} Meanwhile, the 
Assistant Secretary for Multi- 
lateral Affairs would act as a 
sort of mediator among them, to 
keep the lines uncrossed. 

Thus, in each geographic area 
there would be one man with real 
authority. Accordingly, the buck- 
passing committee system, largely 
designed to avoid or delay the 
making of decisions, should with- 
er away. Moreover, the top of- 
ficers should be given what they 
so desperately need, time to think. 

If these recommendations are 
put into effect, it will be one of 
those events which are much more 
important than they seem to be. 
The way in which the State De- 
partment is organized was all very 
well for a time when the United 
States could shuffle along com- 
fortably enough with little or no 
foreign policy. But now, unfor- 
tunately, the United States must 
have a foreign policy, intelligently 
conceived and decisively carried 
out, if we are to survive. Some 
such sweeping reorganization as 
that recommended by Bundy and 
Rogers is essential if the State De- 
partment is to do its job. 

Lost Authority Cited. 

Yet, there is a further problem, 
aside from internal reorganization 
of the department, which obvious- 
ly has worried the authors of the 
report, but which they have not 
successfully attacked. The State 
Department is the agency of the 
government charged with making 
foreign policy. But there are vast 
areas of policy in which the de- 
partment has either lost or ab- 
dicated its authority. One has only 
to remember the independence 
with which Gen. Lucius Clay and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur operate 
in Germany and Japan, or the 
way ECA Admipistrator Paul 
Hoffman appeared recently to re- 
vise American policy in China, or 
the serious charges hurled on his 
own hook by ECA Deputy How- 
ard Bruce at Great Britain, thus 
infuriating our only dependable 
ally, to recognize this fact. 

As a consequence, American 
foreign policy has shown a ten- 
dency to go galloping off in sev- 
eral directions at once. One of the 
reasons has been the weakness 
of the State Department, and the 
internal strengthening recom- 
mended by Bundy and Rogers may 
help in time to correct the situa- 
tion. The creation of the National 
Security Council—and the Bundy-. 
Rogers report recommends more 
such bodies—has been a step in 
the right direction. Bug if Ameri- 
can foreign policy is have the 
kind of unity and firm over-all 
direction which the times require, 
much more remains to be done.

JAP DIET DISSOLVES, 
CLEARING WAY FOR 
GENERAL ELECTION 


TOKYO, Dec. 24 (AP)—The way 
was cleared today for Japan’s 
third general election since the 
surrender. 

The House of Representatives 
dissolved last night after voting 
227 to 130 for a resolution of non- 
confidence in the government of 
Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida. 
Yoshida’s cabinet will set the date 
for an election. 

After the vote, Yoshida read a 
rescript from Emperor Hirohito 
saying that because of the deci- 
sion the House was dissolved. 

The vote ended a long struggle 
between liberals and conservatives 
for power in the first diet (parlia- 
ment) operating under Japan’s 
new post-surrender constitution. 

Both Yoshida’s government and 
the Democratic party have been 
shaken by bribery scandals. 

The all-Japan electrical workers

The decision was attributed to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s open 
letter to Premier Yoshida urging 
a stabilized economy.

One local commander, well 
installed for defense in an area 
outside of Peiping, received the 
surprising order, “you are being 
attacked by Communists. With- 
draw immediately.” 

Three 
days later there still was no sign 
of Reds in the area he formerly 
held.

2-TRILLION-F RANC 
BUDGET VOTED BY 
FRENCH ASSEMBLY 


Premier Warned Government 


Would Resign Unless Ap- 
proval Was Given. 


— — 


PARIS, Dec, 24 (UP) -A record 
two-trillion-franc budget for 1949 
was approved by the French Na- 
tional Assembly early today after 
an all-night meeting. At the offi- 
cial rate of 214 francs to the dol- 
lar, this amounted to $9,346,000,000. 

Premier Henry Queuille had 
warned the Assembly that his gov- 
ernment would resign unless the 
budget was approved without cuts. 
The vote was 333 to 262. 

The bill voted constituted only a 
“skeleton budget,” authorizing 
maximum expenditures by the gov- 
ernment departments in 1949. A 
detailed discussion of each de- 
partmental budget will follow and 
may result in the trimming of the 
ceiling figures approved today. 

The Premier, who had not left 
the Assembly chamber for 14 
hours, surprised the lower house 
by winding up with a vigorous at- 
tack on a supporter of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, leader of the 
Rally of the French People, who 
had demanded dissolution of Par- 
liament and a call for general elec- 
tions. 

Passage of the government’s 
budget and fiscal bill was assured 
when parliamentary leaders agreed 
on a compromise plan for raising 
more than $400,000,000 needed to 
carry out the government’s pro- 
gram of reconstruction ani mod- 
ernization. The compromise would 
boost the production tax and most 
but not all indirect taxes by 25 per 
cent to help finance the recon- 
struction program to which France 
is committed under the Marshal] 
plan.

A Taft-Hartley Mandate? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Do results of the national election 
constitute a mandate by the people for 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley law, as labor 
leaders are claiming? I think not. Let's 
take a lock at the record: 


(1) Although the race was close—for 
President, Senators and Representatives 
—the fact remains that those elected re- 
ceived a niajority, however small, of 
votes cast. Any majority must be rec- 
ognized as a mandate by a majority of 
the American people. 

(2) In considering results of the elec- 
tion, too many persons — labor leaders 
particularly—are inclined to consider 
only the presidential contest. Results 
of contests for the Senate and House of 
Representatives are perhaps even more 
valid criteria in terms of a mandate. 


(3) While the Democratic platform on 
which President Truman was elected 
contained a plank advocating repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley law, this was but one 
of the many recommendations in that 
platform. It is reasonable to assume 
that many persons who voted for Presi- 
dent Truman favor the fundamental 
principle of the Taft-Hartley law and 
that many others are opposed to it. 

It must be agreed, then, by labor and 
management alike, that results of the na- 
tional election constitute a mandate by 
the people, but that election results must 
reasonably be viewed in terms of con- 
tests for all three major offices—Presi- 
dent, Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. 

Results of both the Senate and House 
are overwhelmingly in favor of the Taft- 
Hartley law, according to figures re- 
leased by the Bureau of National Af- 
fairs: 

(1) Eight Senators (or Congressmen 
who were running for the Senate) who 
voted for the Taft-Hartley Act were de- 
feated. Labor has made a great point 
of this. 

(2) Labor overlooks the fact that 15 
Senators (or Congressthen who were run- 
ning for the Senate) who voted for the 
Taft-Hartley Act were re-elected or 
elected. Actually two of the new Sena- 
tors—Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith (Rep.), 
Maine, and Virgil Chapman (Dem.). Ken- 
tucky—were supported by the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee. When they 
were Representatives in the House, how- 
ever, they voted in favor of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

(3) In the House, 227 Representatives 
who voted for the Taft-Hartley Act were 
re-elected, while 66 who voted for the 
act were defeated. Only 73 who voted 
against the act were re-elected, while 
135 who were elected either had not 
served before or had not voted either 
way on the act. 

The score, as indicated by the peo- 
ple’s mandate in the national election: 

Senate: Virtually 2 to 1 in favor of 
the Taft-Hartley law. 

House: 227 to 139 in favor of the law, 
a majority of 88. (The figure 139 is com- 
puted by adding the 66 Representatives 
who voted for the act and were defeated, 
to the 73 who voted against the act and 
were re-elected, The 227, of course, are 
Representatives who voted for the act 
and who were re-elected). 

President Truman, his advisers and the 
members of Congress will represent the 
will of the people if they seriously con- 
sider this mandate in their deliberations 
on the Taft-Hartley law. 

Clearly, the people want the principles 
get forth in the Taft-Hartley law. Just 
as unquestionably, some provisions-of the 
law should be extended or altered. Man- 
agement should be—and undoubtedly is 
—quite willing, for example, to extend 
the “no-Communist” affidavit to include 
the executive heads of industry as well 
as the leaders of unions which repre- 
sent their employes.

The Christmas spirit comes early to some 
people, and they manage to keep it warm and 
bright through all the rush and crush of shop- 
ping in the crowded stores. To others, it comes 
late. They close their eyes to the glistening 


shop windows, and their ears to the music of 


carols in the street. It’s all premature, they 
say; it threatens to turn the great feast into 


anti-climax. Or maybe the old routines keep 


them busy as day follows day, and it is only by 
a desperate effort that they finally manage 
to do something about Christmas’s approach. 

But there is a dead-line—a dead-line before 
which the cards must be addressed, the pack- 
ages sent off, the big red bows tied to the 
family gifts, holly tacked to doors and windows, 
and the tree decked out in its ever wondrous 
splendor. Whether all this has been done by 
plan and over weeks or in a sudden eleventh- 
hour scramble, there comes an hour when the 
preparations are finished. Then comes relaxa- 
tion and the certain knowledge that the Christ- 
mas magic and the Christmas mood are as 
potent as ever. 

This is a good time for telling. Christmas 
stories. First of all, there is always the oldest, 
the grandest story as Luke told it, and Matthew. 
Then there are the quaint and marvelous 
legends about fairies and beasts and men at 
Christmastide, many of them as old as the 
Middle Ages. Some always want to read 
Dickens’ “Christmas Carol” once again. But new 
stories, too, are steadily being added to this 
Christmas lore. Langston Hughes wrote one 
a dozen years ago—in “The Ways of White 
Folks”—which we would like to retell here, very 
briefly. 


* * * 


Although there had been a lot of extra chores 
on the day before Christmas and the mistress 
of the house had gone downtown instead of 
staying to help, Arcie, the colored maid, had 
worked like lightning. She wanted her $8 for 
the week, and she wanted to get away as early 
as possible to do some shopping for her little 
Joe in the last hour before the stores closed. 
When the woman did get home at last, she 
handed Arcie a $5 bill. “It’s all I’ve got left,” 
she said. “I thought you didn’t want your 
money until next week. There's no use talking. 
That's all I'm going to give you now.“ 

That did not help Arcie’s mood, but she hur- 
ried home for little Joe, and then rushed him 
toward the stores. They went to the A. & P. 
first, and then to the 5-and-10. The missing $3 
meant less for the boy than Arcie had planned, 
but she didn’t want him to see her purchases, 
so she told him to look at the window—and not 
to wander away while she went into the store. 

But there was such a crowd under the lights 
of the movie up the street that little Joe could 
not overcome his curiosity. Arcie had told him 
that the movie was only for white folks, but 
he had to see what was causing the excitement. 
When he got to the movie, he saw Santa Claus, 
red suit, white beard and all, in the lobby. He 
was standing under a big Christmas tree and 
giving candy and cheap little toys to the young- 
sters in the crowd around him. It was so en- 
thralling that little Joe couldn’t help going in. 
Then Santa saw Joe. 

He grinned. The people in the crowd grinned, 
but little Joe, the black boy who had gone 
where black boys are not supposed to go, did 
not realize that it was unfriendly grinning. 
Suddenly, Santa reached into his heap and 
pulled out a rattle, one of those things people 
use to make a din on New Year’s Eve. And 
without warning, he shook it—shook it very 
vigorously—in little Joe’s. face. Everybody 
laughed a cruel laugh. And the little boy was 
very frightened. Tears came to his eyes as he 
rushed into the street. In his panic, he turned 
the wrong way. It was quite a while before 
Arcie found him. Her worry turned to anger as 
she grabbed at his arm. She shook the breath 
right out of him, but when it came back, he 
said: “I saw Santa, but he didn’t give me any- 
thing. He scared me.” 

Arcie started to tell him that it served him 
right for not staying in front of the 5-and-10 
window, but she quickly added: “That wasn’t 
Santa. He wouldn’t have treated you that way. 
It was just some old white man dressed up.“

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Belated Cheer for the DPs 


There is a measure of Christmas cheer for the 
displaced persons of Europe in an announce- 
ment by Representative Emanuel Celler, New 
York Democrat. Mr. Celler, who is in line to be 
chairman of the House Judiciary ,Committee, 
says that he will introduce a bill as soon as the 
new Congress opens to correct the many defi- 
ciencies in the DP act of the Eightieth Congress. 

The first major change the New York Con- 
gressman proposes is to admit 400,000 persons 
over a four-year period. This will be a most 
desirable upward revision from the driblets 
being admitted under the ungenerous act now in 
force. 

Mr. Celler will also ask removal of the provi- 
sion which gives preference to “persons of Ger- 
man ethnic origin.” This part of the law ac- 
tually has the effect of giving an advantage to 
the ethnic group which made life miserable for 
the DPs—which often herded them in slave 
labor camps and ground them down to early 
death. 

Still another bad feature ‘of the current law, 
and one which Mr. Celler proposes to change, is 
that which allots an unduly large share of the 
quota to refugees from the Baltic area. An ef- 
fect of these provisions is to reduce the number 
of Jews and Catholics. who may be admitted. 
Obviously, religious affiliation should be no fac- 
tor in determination of eligibility. The only 
consideration should be the need and worth of 
the applicant. 

There is a political irony about Mr. Celler’s 
announcement. The bill he proposes is virtually 
the one introduced two years ago by Republican 
Representative-at-large Stratton of Illinois.. Mr, 
Stratton could not persuade a Republican Con- 
gress to pass it, but there is good reason to be- 
lieve that it will become law when the Demo- 
crats return to control.

If he comes in from the 
outside, he lights the gas first and takes off his 
hat afterward. Then for the next few minutes 
nothing else in all the world is so important as 
what happens on his stove. “Modern life,” he 
says firmly, “spoils so much that is pleasant. 
We must see that it does not make us spoil our 
steak or omlette.” 

Let us test Frere Edouard by what he does 
about scrambled eggs. Pretty routine dish and, 
therefore, not in his book? Ah, on the contrary! 
Just as the eggs 
have begun ever so slightly to stick to the bot- 
tom of the frying pan, he takes after them with 
Gallic fervor. His instructions are: “Break them 
loose with the back of the fork, stir them, worry 
them, torment them® The end product is a 
plate of eggs charged up with nothing less than 
combative goodness! 

This same verve carries over into the prep- 
aration of everything. “Throw this beetroot 
into the soup.” “With one blow of your fist 
crush two cloves of garlic beneath the blade of a 
knife.” Plunge the trout straight into boiling 
salted water.” And so on, alWays snap and ac- 
tion and dash—toujours, toujours, toujours,

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The First American Christmas Tree 
From the New York Times of Dec. 15, 1946 


To the Editor of the New York Times: 

Any effort to trace the origin and de- 
velopment of the Christmas tree, along 
with the adornments and gifts associated 
with it, would lead far into the realm of 
legend and speculation. The custom, it 
is known, was prevalent in Germany dur- 
ing the middle of the eighteenth century; 
and there is record of a lighted tree in 
Strassburg as early as 1604. It was intro- 
duced into France in 1840, and into Wind- 
sor Castle by Prince Consort Albert in 
1841, But beyond these historic dates is a 
trail of legend and tradition that travels 
far back into the ages. 

However, no mythology and religious 
mores combine with or are indigenous to 
the first American Christmas tree. Be- 
cause of this, and because ours is a young 
nation and its settling not beyond histori- 
cal research, it should be possible to estab- 
lish with a fair degree of certainty the 
place, time and originator of the happy 
custom in this country. 


Americans should be particularly inter- 
ested in this, for while many nations and 
peoples have contributed to the establish- 
ment of the custom, no country and no 
people on earth have gone into it so elabo- 
rately, so intensely and so commercially. 
According to Prof. Nelson C. Brown of the 
New York State College of Forestry, the 
nation was spending in 1941 around $25,- 
000,000 for Christmas trees and evergreen 
decorations. That’s big business. And it 
does not take into consideration the large 
industry supplying ornaments for these 
trees. 


Story of Imgard, the Tailor 


Up until recently, the distinction of hav- 
ing introduced the Christmas tree in Amer- 


ica was given to a Wooster, Ohio, resident . 


named August Imgard. The year was 1847. 
The story is that Imgard, a tailor, came 
to this country to join his brother. It seems 
that the prospect of a dismal Christmas 
away from his native hearth weighed heav- 
ily upon the young German. So he de- 
cided to do something about it—to bring 
to his newly adopted country some of the 
hominess he had loved so much in quaint 
old Hessia. 


When a suitable spruce tree was set up 
in his brother’s home, Imgard cut his own 
paper adornments and a local tinsmith 
fashioned a shiny star for the top. That 
the result was a sensation for the little city 
of Wooster can well be imagined. People 
of all ages came and gazed, and approved 
of the “pretty idea.” In Cleveland, at the 
dedication of a special light display in 1938, 
Imgard was first publicly celebrated as the 
originator of the American Christmas tree. 


Because it is good copy, Imgard’s story 
appeared year in and year out in various 
Ohio newspapers. The fact that spruce is 
not native to the country around Wooster 
was lightly overlooked by the editors: The 
story persisted. And because it did, the 
editors of the American German Review, 
always interested in folk customs of Ger- 
man immigrants, asked the writer to in- 
vestigate its sources—and the possibilities 
of even earlier trees. This he did, and as 
a result of his findings the editors insti- 
gated a nation-wide hunt. Six discoveries 
now antedate the Wooster tree. 


No Festivities for Puritans 


It should be brought out at this point 
that the New England Puritans did not 
celebrate Christmas, and that Christmas 
festivities in the South and West before 
1840 were altogether different from our 
present practice. Thus it is only natural 
that search for the first tree 


parishioners were called idolatr6us and 
other names because they had set up a 
tree, something so pagan and unneturel, 
in their church. 

While the Rochester trees were used by 
German Protestant churches, a Presbyteri- 
an minister in Philadelphia, the Rev. Theo- 
dore Ledyard Cuyler. exhibited a Christmas 
tree in 1841. To quote from a personal let- 
ter of his: 


On Thursday evening we had our an- 
nual soiree at the school. The parents 
were invited. We had a large ‘Christ- 
mas tree,’ which was a great attraction 
and novelty.” 

The next important discovery was in 
Cincinnati, where the personal memoirs of 
the Krausnick family mentioned a Christ- 
mas tree in 1835. This was followed by 
the finding in Philadelphia of records of 
a tree in 1834. 


Celebrating at Fort Dearborn 


» A German doctor, Constantin Hering, 
and a teacher friend, Friederich Knorr, had 
found the Christmas of 1833 rather bleak. 


So the following season they decided to 


make a change. Ferrying across the Dela- 
ware, they found fir trees in New Jersey 
and brought them back to the City of 
Brotherly Love. As may be expected, their 
action caused quite a stir. Small boys 
shouted after them as they carried the 
trees on their backs through the streets. 
But the friends were not to be discouraged. 
The doctor appointed evenings when his 
patients and friends might come and see 
the lighted tree, 


In 1920 the now extinct Fort Dearborn 
Magazine published an unsigned article en- 
titled “Christmas at Old Fort Dearborn,” 
an account of holiday festivities in 1804 
compiled from old records and interviews 
with ‘descendants of early settlers. The 
following is quoted from this article: 

“Christmas in 1804—a time of good cheer, 
of merry greetings and of thanksgiving 
for the safety of the company gathered to- 
gether. Outside of the wooden stockade 
was unfriendly cold, with the prairies to 
the south a snowy desert broken only by 
the footprints of prowling wolves. The 
river was icy and the desolate lake was 
frozen, but all this was forgotten in the 
joys of a well-laden table. Capt. Whistler 
had ordered a tree from the grove of pine 
and spruce on the hills that skirted the 


lake shore to the north of the river. A A 


few of the boys dragged the tree across 
the river by means of ropes to its place of 
honor amongst the festivities.” 


Still a Wide Open Search 


The point that makes this story a bit 
questionable is that Capt. Whistler came 
from northern Ireland and a Christmas 
tree was unknown in the British Isles in 
the eighteenth century, unless Whistler had 
adopted the tree from the Hessians with 
whom he had fought in the War of the 
Revolution. That the Hessians had Chriset- 
mas trees, however, lacks, as yet, definite 
evidence. 

Thus the search for the first American 
Christmas tree is still wide open. Histo- 
rical research has moved it back from the 
Wooster tree of 1847 to the Philadelphia 
tree of 1834—possibly, if more authorita- 
tive evidence can be obtained, to the Fort 
Dearborn tree of 1804. What future in- 
vestigation will reveal remains to be seen, 
but somewhere in old letters, in private 
diaries or in earliest newspaper accounts

Art of Editorial Writing

This is a good book and lots of it. It is 
meaty and full-flavored and carries more 
of the tradition and practice of American 
journalism than many a pretentious his- 
tory. It is not a history but a very exten- 
sive symposium on the editorial page and 
the art and practice of editorial writing. 

The author has 

brought the views of 

the leading editors, 
historic and contem- 

_ porary, into every 
chapter, until each is 
almost a mosaic. He 
has evidently been 
collecting these per- 
tinent observations 
of the most eminent 
practitioners through 
his 25 years as a 
teacher of journal- 
ism at the University 
of Colorado. This

A. Gayle Waldrop man’s school these 
same 25 years, and it must have been a 
stimulating place for students of journalism. 

To one who is neither student nor 
teacher, a complaint with the book is its 
pedagogical habit of presenting such a 
complete balance of discussion on every 
question that the reader has to hunt hard 
to find out what the author himself thinks 
about it. 

But the net of this method is a very high 
content of wise and provocative quotation 
from the top American editors. Every 
point he takes up is lavishly illustrated, 
But the best of it is what he has from edi- 
tors when they let their hair down in 
frank talks about their jobs. 

He has long talks with W. W. Waymack 
and Charles Merz, and the essence of the 
editorial philosophy of such editors as 
Mark Ethridge, Frank Cobb, Virginius 
Dabney, Henry Mencken. William Dooley, 
Heywood Broun, Erwin Canham, Joseph 
Pulitzer, Tom Wallace, Raymond Clapper, 
Gideon Seymour, Ralph Coghlan, Walter 
Lippmann, and William Allen White. 

White is his idol among editors, edging 
Cobb of the World evidently because Cobb 
was “rarely constructive.” His chapter on 
Cobb and his work under the harrying 
tutelage of Pulitzer is probably the best 
study in the book. It leaves no question 
that Cobb was without peer in striking for 
the jugular on the vital issue. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch seems to be 
the most quoted of contemporary editorial 
the Des Moines Register, and 
Tribune next, but this ‘may be partly 
because they are a shorter mail distance 
from Colorado than some others. One 
chapter includes selections from nearly all 
the Pulitzer prize editorials. 

With Waymack and Merz he believes 
strongly in the interpretative editorial and 
holds that columnists do their best work 
as reporters, a judgment in which he is 
able to summon support by some of the 
most responsible columnists, notably Mar- 
quis Childs, Tom Stokes, Sam Grafton, and 
the late Raymond Clapper. He agrees with 
Lippmann and Tom Wallace that vigorous 
editorial pages need not fear extinction 
from column competition. His advice to 
editors about columns: 

“They may be an asset if not regarded as 
circulation building features or as fillers; 
if the editor does not suffer from the illu- 
sion that they are great free minds, un- 
prejudiced and unbiased.. They may be a 


_ liability if the editor does not edit them by 


the same standards that he has for the 
newspaper's own editorial writers, and if 
he does not shirk his obligations as 


interpreter.”

Helped Hemisphere Unity. 


As à reporter and later as a 
friend, I had an opportunity to ob- 
serve Duggan’s work. I observed 
it particularly during the period 
of the Nazi-Communist pact in 
1940 when the twin evils were 
linked in common cause. 

At that time Duggan was head 
of the Latin-American division of 
the department. The Nazis had 
initiated a clever plot to get des- 
perctely needed oil out of Mexico. 
This involved the collaboration of 
high Communists and Communist 
sympathizers in Mexico. 

Duggan did everything in his 
power to frustrate that plot, seek- 
ing to expose and-circumvent the 
Communists and their allies in 
what became an extraordinary in- 
trigue. This was consistent with 
his conduct throughout his career 
in the department. I say this not 
of my own knowledge but after 
checking with Welles and with 
Adolf A. Berle Jr., who worked 
closely with Duggan and who is 
known for his staunch anti-Com- 


munist position.

Communists Sought Chaos. 


Duggan contributed greatly 
through the critical years of the 
late 808 toward welding the Amer- 
ican republics in a close relation- 
ship. That effort had its culmina- 
tion in the Pact of Chapultepec. 
Duggan’s friendly warmth, his 
deep concern over a solid and har- 
monious relationship between the 
Americas, his tact and patience 
were important elements in recon- 
ciling hemispheric differences and 
divisions on the eve of war. 

This, of course, was what Soviet 
Communism feared and intrigued 


may get too much in the way of 


against. Communist agents were 
working ceaselessly to destroy 
unity and turn the Americas 
against one another—they con- 
stantly exploited the bogey of 


7 North American imperialism. 


There is no reason here to dis- 


2 cuss how Duggan met his death. 
He was recovering from a severe 


illness, brought on in part at least 
from years of overwork and strain. 
Duggan was never robust. 

In the immediate aftermath of 
his death the House Un-American 
Activities Committee in the per- 
son of Representative Mundt of 
South Dakota seems to have 
reached a new low. While that is 
a sweeping statement covering a 
multitude of sins, I believe history 
will sustain it. 


Mundt’s Rash Release. 


In the middle of the night on 
which Duggan was killed, Mundt 
went down to the committee of- 
fice, or had some of his staff go 
down, and release to the press a 
scrap of second-hand hearsay evi- 
dence. That irresponsible hearsay 
brought Duggan’s name into the 
Un-American hearings for the 
first time. 


The witness, Isaac Don Levine, 
had reported that Whittaker 
Chambers had listed Duggan as 
one of six involved in the Govern- 
ment espionage ring. This got 
Mundt’s name on the front pages 
of every newspaper in the coun- 
try along with an incredibly cheap 
wisecrack about people jumping 
out of windows. 

Consider this action. This man 
was dead and defenseless. He had 
left behind a wife and four chil- 
dren who would have to live with 
his reputation ever after. 


Chambers’ Strangs Conduct. 


The next day Whittaker Cham- 
bers had the decency to repudi- 
ate the hearsay evidence. He 
said that Duggan had never sup- 
plied him with any documents, al- 
though he did go on in the strange 
fashion that has marked Cham- 
bers’ entire behavior to leave a 
cloud of suspicion as to whether 
Duggan had had Communist con- 
nections. 


The FBI agent in New York 
says the questioning of Duggan 
was routine procedure growing 
out of the fact that Levine had 
brought his name into the Un- 
American hearings. ._ But Duggan 
was ill and he was a sensitive 
man. It is hard to see how any- 
thing can justify such injustice 
and cruelty. For a long time to 
come this record will stand. 


AMA, URGES YOUNG

The letter said that interns who 
accept reserve commissions could 
present them to their draft boards 
to support requests for occupa- 
tional deferment until completion 
of their current year of internship 
or residency.

hter Composer 8

The first St. Louis performance 
of the Shostakovitch Ninth . 5 
phony was given yesterday after: 
noon in Kiel Auditorium b the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
under the direction of Harry 
Farbman. The opening concert of 
the weekend pair was switched to 
Thursday in order to avoid any 
Christmas Eve activities, but the 
small attendance seemed to indi- 
cate that any pre-Christmas tonr 
cert is likely to encounter an em- 
phasized lack of susceptibility on 
the part of the public. ; 

But even though the musicians 
were addressing themselves to 
cavernous empty spaces they took 
hold of the Shostakovitch opus 
with firm hands and delivered its 
familiar periods with a gratifying 
alertness and energy. I say “fa- 
miliar” because everything in it 
bore a family resemblance to the 
harmonic, melodic and rhythmic 
idioms of the composer’s previous 
symphonic works. The main dif- 
ference was one of scale. The 
Ninth is smaller and lighter and 
has roughly the same relationship 
to the Fifth and Seventh as exists 
between Beethoven’s Eighth Sym- 
phony and the “Eroica.” 

The first movement suggests 
pretty much the scope of the 
whole work. It too is a street 
scene, full of a playful raffish 
gaminerie, but with fewer char- 
acters. The moderato and largo 
movements are more subjective 
but make no attempt to formulate 
a mood of brooding introspection. 
The Soviet critic who referred to 
it as a rag bag of fanciful trifles 
was not too far wrong. But why 
should he be so resentful? 

Mr. Farbman showed discern- 
ment in the way he sized up and 
presented the work and while the 
performance—like that of Strauss’ 
“Till Eulenspegel” which came 
later—needed smoothing out, its 
general shape and its animating 
spirit were accurate expressions 
of what the composer seemed to 
be trying to say. 

The orchestra, assisted by 
Charles Galloway, also played “A 
Lincoln Portrait” by Aaron Cop- 
land. This music is entirely suc- 
cessful in creating a homespun, 
pioneer background for its pro- 
tagonist and one that has a spe- 
cific American flavor. The allue 
sions to folk tunes are worked in 
skillfully and all the material is 
so deployed as to provide a rising 
curve of interest. 

The performance was cohesive, 
plastic, preserved a steady line of 
continuity and was tonally satis- 
factory. Some of Mr. Galloway’s 
key-words were muffled despite 
his vigorous and dynamically con- 
trasted delivery of the spoken 
text.

The 63-year-old Gibson, a former 
head of the powerful Trades 
Union Congress, is the second 
member of Prime Minister Cle- 
ment Attlee’s government to re- 
sign in connection with the in- 
quiry. 

John W. Belcher, who acknowl- 
edged he was friendly with Stan- 
ley but denied taking any graft, 
quit as parliamentary secretary 
to the Board of Trade after the 
tribunal had heard his story. 

The three-man tribunal com- 
pleted 26 days of hearings Tues- 
day.

Lately he drinks too 
much, comes in and uses vile language which my baby imi- 
tates and I am powerless to stop it. I lost m. mother seven 
weeks ago but have yet to hear a word of sympathy from my 
husband, I have been trained to hold a good job. I can re- 
turn to my work. But I hesitate to do this since I have no 
way of caring for my baby. I feel I can’t go on like this. What 
can I do? . MISTREATED, 


There is no reason why any wife should put up with mis- 
treatment at her husband’s hands. Often when a man will 
not listen to anything she has to say he will heed what an out- 
sider may say to him. I am sure you would find it helpful 
to talk this matter over with those in authority at the Chil- 
dren’s Building, 13th and Clark streets. If after another trial 
he remains the same and you fee] you must leave him, through 
this agency or the Children’s Aid Society, 4643 Lindell boule- 
vard, you should be able to find a foster home for your baby

THE WORD “AMULET” 


Y an “amulet” is meant an ob- 

ject worn as a good-luck charm, 

This may be a gem—and “lucky 
stones” are perhaps most popular 
—or any ornament; even scrolls 
have been worn as amulets, 


Amulets are almost as old as the 
hills. They have been worn as 
charms against evil, as protection 
against witchcraft or disease; they 
have been inscribed with mystic 
characters, or taken the cruder 
form of primitive charms. Their 
history spans the arc from the 
most backward peoples, some of 
whom practice their taboos to this 
day in the world’s hinterlands to 
the most civilized. At some time 
or other, all races seem to have 
attributed magical powers to spe- 
cial stones, 


The great of classical antiquity 
had their amulets. Indeed the 
word is associated with Pliny the 
Elder, the Roman who revealed 
so much about the daily life of 
the Greeks and Romans of ancient 
times, and who wrote about amu- 
lets in his® “Natural History.” It 
came into English directly from 
the French—that is, the word 
“amulet,” about which our reader 
inquires—but it derives from the 
Latin amuletum, of the same 
meaning, as Pliny used it. It came 
into English only about 1600. 


Creamed Ham Dish 
Ingredients: Two tablespoons

N INTERESTING rule ques- 
A tion in gin rummy that is sub-

However, some allow the 
last discard to be picked up in 
which case countless quarrels 
seem to arise. 

In particular, people want to 
know if a player may take this 
card, knock and use it as his 
discard, The answer to this one 
is a strong resounding “No!” 
When you pick up your opponent’s 
discard you may not discard it 
back at that particular turn. 

When the hand is played 
through without a knock it counts 
as a tie. This leads to a question 
in partnership gin. To wit: 
“Should a tie hand be played 
over?” 

My answer to this one also is 
“No.” When one hand ties in a 
partnership game then the score 
of the other hand should count 
for the p&rtnership. This rule is 
fair to both sides and serves to 
speed thé game greatly. Without 
it the other pair might have to 
wait indefinitely. After all, two 
hands in succession may wind up 
even.
